A MISSIONARY PLEA

One of the most encouraging 
features of the last Assembly 
was the increased interest in 
Foreign Missions. 


Somehow for years I have felt 
that our hearts have not been 


stirred for missions as they 
should be. And I have won- 
dered why. 


“One of the most commonly 
quoted Scriptures among the 
Church of God people is Mark 
16:15-18. Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believ- 
eth and is baptized shall be 
saved: but» he that believeth not 
shall be damned. And these 
signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; In my name shall they 
cast out devils; they shall speak 
with new tongues; They shall 
take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing it shall 
not hurt them; They shall lay 
hands on the sick and they 
shall regover. 


Yes, it is a wonderful thing to 
have the signs follow, and we, 
are seeing them to a certain ex- 
tent, but we believe with all our 
hearts we would see greater 
signs and wonders among. us, 
if we would obey this great and 
important command. The’ ma- 
jority of people call it the last 
command, but we have found 
that the last command is, “Tar- 
ry ye—until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” 


God knew that after we 
obeyed this last command, that 
this wonderful power would put 
the, “Go ye,” spirit into men 
and women until it would be an 
easy matter to get the world 
evangelized., 


This is why we are made to 
wonder that a greater interest 
has not be-1: manifested in the 
Chrroeh of Cod. Can it be we 
yeve not tyrred long enough? 
Or is it because we have not 
been rightly educated along 
these lines? I believe it is the 
jatter, and that thousands of 
our people would respond to the 
call if they had been made to 
see that China, Japan,India and 
all these other ‘countries are 
tenderly pleading, with out- 
stretched hands for some one to 
carry this gospel to them. 


‘We have been selfish, and 
have been spending all our mon- 
ey right around home, and Gud 


is displeased with it, and has. 


been taking us through hard 
places to awaken us and help 
us to remember that He said 
“But ye shall receive power af- 
ter that theHoly Ghost is come 
upon you: And-ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusa- 
lem and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the utter- 
He 
didn’t say, Tarry until ye re- 
ceive power, and then sit down. 
here in this prosperous land and 
enjoy the comforts of life: go 
to church,’ shout, © dance, 
talk in tongues and have a good 
time, -and finally just make it 
through the gates; but He wants 
us to have an abundant en- 
trance into that beautiful City, 
and it is only as we obey this 
command, can we ever expect 
an abundant entrance. 


If we are not careful God will 
‘permit a few more bomb shells 
to fall in our midst to awaken 
us to a realization of the impor- 
tance of carrying this wonder- 
ful latter rain truth into all the 
world, : 


I am ashamed to even men- 
tion through these columns the 
small number of missionaries 
we have on the field, or the very 
small amount given per mem- 
ber by the Church ‘in the past. 


. If the world is our field, then

In Matt. 25:1-11 we find the 
parable of the ten virgins. The 
five whose lamps were filled with 
oil, which is the Holy Ghost, and 
the five whose lamps were with- 
out the oil. 

Dear ones, we are living in 
the Holy Ghost dispensation, 
and the day of His preparation, 
when a special effort is being 
made by our Lord to get people 
ready for that great day when 
He shall come for His Bride. To 
be prepared for this, our vessels 
must be filled with oil, and that 
is why Godis calling and de- 
manding us to go into all the 
world and preach this Gospel. 

Thousands of missionaries are 
on the field, but few of them un- 
derstand the wonderful truths 
He has revealed to us. O praise 
His great name, for permitting 
us to live inthe day of His prep- 
aration. The day when the 
corn, wine and oil are being set 
before us, and we are eating and 
being satisfied. We are danc- 
ing, shouting, talking in tongues 
and praising God for this won- 
derful salvation, that He is 
handing downto usin these 
last days; but does He not re- 
quire more than this of us? 
Shall we sit down toa _ well 
filled table and selfishly eat, and 
miltions of hungry hearts starv- 
ing for the bread of life. 

If we want the Church of God 
to grow and flourish in the 
home land, then it behooves us 
to awaken in regard to our 
brothers and sisters across the 
sea. God has no use for a sel- 
fish church or individual, who 
will sit off in ore corner and 
feast on the wonderful things 
He has prepared for the whole 
world, and not divide with the 
starving millions around him, 
when there is plenty and to 
spare. 

We have some examples of 
what the Lord will do for those 
who have the missionary spirit. 
The Missionary Baptist and the 
Primitive Baptist churches were 
at one time together in faith 


and doctrine. God began to 
speak the “go ye” into the 
hearts .of the people; some 


responded to the call and others. 
rebelled; so disunity crept in 
and they separated. Today the 
Missionary Baptist Church is 
one of the leading denomina- 
tions, and the Anti Missionary 
Church is scarcely heard of, and 
is slowly dying away. Why? Be- 
causé God wants obedience to 
His Word, and when He says, 
“Go ye into all the world,” He 
means just what He says. 


Will we obey, and see the 
Church of God shine forth 
among the nations; or will we 
sit by with folded hands 
and closed | pocket . books, 
and see it dwindle away 
because of disobedience, and 
let Him raise up another 
people who will obey His call? 

Ihave in mind avery small 
band of saints. in a western 
state who are poor so far as this 
world’s goods is concerned, and 
to look at it in the natural we 
would hardly believe they could 
pay their own running expen- 
ses.and pay their pastor. I have 
known them to. take up a_ mis- 
sionary offering and get fifty 
dollars without “any trouble 
whatever, leaving the church 
seemingly in as good condition 
financially as before, and a 
much better and richer condi- 
tion spiritually. i 

For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, the barrel of meal skall 
not waste, neither shall 
the cruse of.oil fail, 1 Kings 
17:14. He which soweth spar- 
ingly shall reap also sparingly;

I believe with allmy heart 


that many of our small strug-|_ 


gling churches would grow and 
flourish spiritually, numerically 
and financially. if they would 
freely contribute to this great 
cause of foreign missions, and 
make a_ special effort along 
these lines. 

We do. not preach it enough, 
we do not talk about it enough, 
nor do we'pray about it as we 
should. 

It seems appalling to me, 
when I think of so few of our 
young people who will launch 
out for the Lord, and go where 
He wants them to go. God is 
calling us to spread this gospel 
far and near. Time is 
short, and what we do must be 
done quickly. 

Dear Brother Bennett, who 
is truly a deep man of God, is 
only waiting for God to lay it on 
our hearts to send him across 
the sea, to dark benighted India, 
where he has _ already labored 
and understand the language, 

Isn’t it too bad that he is de- 
layed, and souls are truly dying 
and going out into eternity un- 
prepared, that he might have 
turned from darkness into light. 

Then our dear Sister’s Rushin 
and Yingst in China, who are 
doing such a great work in that 
dark country of sin and shame, I 
wonder how much we pray for 
them. Are we working for them 
here in the home land, and pray- 
ing the Lord of the harvest that 
He will thrust forth laborers in- 
to His vineyard?

As I have been requested to 
make a missionary speech this 
morning, I wish to thank God 
for this great privilege of ex- 
pressing the deep compassion I 
have in my heart for this poor 
lost world; especially for those 
who sit in darkness, sin: and 
sorrow, in the heathen land of 
China, India and other coun- 
tries, without knowing of the 
power of our great Savior who 
is able to save them to _ the 
uttermost, and bring to their 
hearts joy, peace, love and 
gladness. We, the people of the 
United States, have beautiful 
homes and everything we need; 
our working classes of people 
have better living conditions, 
and a higher standard of mor- 
als by which to live. . 

We have many loved ones 
whom we hate to leave, just 
for a little while. Let us ex- 
amine ourselves. Show me a 
home in the United States that 
can be compared with the 
home of our Father in Heaven, 
where Jesus dwells. We read of 
the streets of gold, and of the 
left 
His Father’s mansions and 
came to earth to redeem us 
from the curse of sin, that we 
might enjoy His great  salva- 
tion. 

In the year 1913, I came 
from Holland. to New York. 
While crossing the ocean, a 
severe storm arose which 
roughly tossed the vessel on 
which I was sailing. It “was 
during the night: we _— all 
thought the ship would go 
down with us on board. The 
sailors refused to go up on the 
pole to give the signal for help, 
that our lives might be saved; 
but a 14 year old: boy, son of 
the captain, said, “Daddy [I'll 
go.” He took the light and be- 
gan to climb the pole. His 
father was watching: when the 
boy was about to reach the 
highest point, he turned his 
hack and said, “Now my son 
will fall;’” but he did not. He 
saved the boat and the people. 

God saw the world was going 
into the depths of hell, and 
knowing that there was no 
other man in earth nor in Heav- 
en who would go, He sent His 
only begotten Son, full of 
giece and truth, in the likeness 
of sinful flesh, and for sin con- 
demned sin in the flesh, that 
the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh but 
after the Spirit. Blessed be the 
name of Jesus; He stood fast, 
when every one forsook Him, 
even His own Father. Oh, the 
price that He paid! We never, 
can repay Him.

Women, who should enjoy their 
lives in serving the Lord, are 
imprisoned, by their husbands,

What shall we do, my dear 
ones? Shall we sit in a rock- 
ing chair and sing, “Happy 
day, happy day, since Jesus 
washed my sins away?” ‘No, 
we will go and bring them the 
light of the Gosepl which we 
have. The Word says, “Go ye 
therefore and teach all na- 
tions,” (and so on). Have we 
done it? Jesus says, “Not ev- 
ery one that saith unto. me 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; 
that doeth the will of my Fath- 
er which is in heaven.” From 
this, we see there is no use to 
call Him MASTER and obey 
Him not; call Him LIGHT and 
see Him not; call Him NOBLE 
and serve Him, not; call Him 
MIGHTY and honor Him not.

Dear Brother Tomlinson: 

I feel that I should write you 
today and tell you how grieved 
our hearts are. 

I came into the Church ot 
God at Valdosta, Ga. in Febru- 
ary of 1910, when the Church 
there was set in order by Broth- 
er Sam C. Perry. The first copy 
of the Evangel I remember see. 
ing was in June, 1913, when 
Brother R, T. Waldrep handed 
meacopy. (I suppose I have ii 
yet among my files.) Before 
coming to China in 1914, i 
wrote and asked Brother Perr: 
about'the missionary spirit o 
the Church of God. AsI_ was 
a member, I certainly preferrec 
coming out as their representa.

Spirit, I knew there was no use 
for us to try. Then there was 


but little missionary spirit and 
effort in the Church in those 
days anyway. 

After we had been on the 


field here in China about six 
months, Sister Waldrep began 
to send me the Church paper. 
Prior to my visit home last year, 
(visiting the churches) about 
all I knew about the Church of 
God I had learned through read- 
ing the Evangel these years, as 
{ did not live where there was a 
Church when I first became a 
member in America. 


From reading the Evangel, it 
was very evident to me that I 
was truly a 
Church of God, as .I saw we 
were ONE in FAITH AND DOC- 
TRINE, also we were ONE in 
GOVERNMENT. ° We have al- 
ways enjoyed the visits of the 
Evangel in our home, and _ al- 
though many other papers have 
come to us, the Evangel has 
been prized above themall. Your 
editorials we felt were truly in- 
spired by the Holy Spirit, and 
we always derived spiritual ben- 
efit from reading them. We felt 
you a great and strong man, be- 
cause of God’s blessing and 
power upon you, and that - He 


had made you a leader and 
blessing to many, and had 
appointed you. to the position 


you were in and anointed you}, 


for it—just as He had used oth- 
er good men and women to fill 
other positions all through the 
ages. We loved and honored 
you as General Overseer of the 
Church of God, and editor of 
the Church of God Evangel. 1 
was very glad to meet you when 
we-went home and _ visited 
Cleveland, Tenn., and you were 
very nice to us indeed; but |! 
could never understand why you 
were not more interested in 
Foreign Missions, and why } 
could never get you to conv 
out good and strong in your 
editorials to endorse the effort 
we were hazarding our very 
lives to make. 


During my rounds among the 
Churches in the _ different 
States last year I found there 
was much complaint and dis- 
satisfaction about things at 
Headquarters. Many seemed to 
feel that if they ordered a bun- 
dle of tracts and anything went 
wrong about them, Brother 
Tomlinson was to blame; or if 
they had any trouble about the 
Evangel, Brother Tomlinson 
was to blame for that too—in 
all small matters as well as 
large, and naturally so,as EV- 
ERYTHING was in your name. 
Mr. Rushin and I both had long 
felt that the Church was too 
much a “One man affair.” I had 
tried to swallow it all and while 
at home I thought perhaps the 
other brethren wouldn’t help 
you was the reason the burden 
of it all fell upon you. How- 
ever, there was no need in havy- 
ing your name on EVERY- 
THING. It was often embar- 
rassing to me in talking to oth- 
er missionaries and people of 
other denominations, as it nat- 
urally appeared to them to be 
“Tomlinson’s Church.” But I 
was so in love with the Doc- 
trine and Government of the 
Church of God that the things 
1 did not understand, I left with 
the Lord. 


Now we have recently re- 
ceived the Evangels with the 
proceedings at Headquarters, 
which is’ the first we have 
learned through them. They had 
to publish it, it would not have 
been right not to have done so, 


the people were all due an ex- 


planation from them. <A _ few 
days ago we received a copy of 
the Minutes of 1922, and have 
just read your address to the 
Assembly. I feel like saying 
very humbly, and as lovingly as 
I know how, that leaving the 
tangled finance at Headquarters 
out of the question, there were 
parts of that Annual Address I 
could not accept; and for that 
and other reasons which I have

God added me to the Church 
of God December 11, 1921, just 
after the Sixteenth Annual As- 
sembly, and He sent me to 
China under that Assembly, and 
for me to do anything to get out 
from under it would be traitor 
to God. | have given Broth- 
er Tomlinson credit for send- 


ing me on to China when 
the way seemed to be 
blocked, but I came in the 


interest of the Church of God to 
which the Lord added me. 


In the September Faithful 
Standard, which I have just 
lately received, Brother Tomlin- 
son published an article which 
I sent him for the Standard last 
December, before I knew that 
he was no longer Editor of the 
Evangel, or that the Faithfui 





up and setting right all. these 
things before Jesus comes, You 
are due the people a satisfac- 
tory explanation about the fi- 
nance. So, dear Brother Tom- 
linson, in Christ’s name clear up 
things and come back and bring 
our precious brothers and _sis- 
ters you have carried away. 

We freely forgive you for all 
we suffered last winter hecause 
you sent us no money, even 
though according to your finan- 
cial report at the Assembly there 
should have been $181.01 in the 
Foreign Mission Treasury. God 
only knows what we were suf- 
fering during those days, and, 
even though during the Assem- 
bly you received a cable from us 
saying “Dire Need,” you did not 
even make it known to the As- 
sembly so they could do some- 
thing for us. 

In regard to our constitution, 
I am very much in love with it. 
God expects us to have’ sense 
enough to knéw how to do a 
few things ourselves, and even 
though the words of the consti- 
tution are not copied from the 
Bible, they are founded on Scrip- 
tural ways of doing business. 
These “ins an outs” God leaves 
to us to work out according to 
the age we are living in, and 
customs and conditions of the 
country we are in. For instance, 
we don’t wear kimonas, sandals 
and loose robes like Jesus wore, 
that was the custom of the 
country in which he lived. If we 
are going to carry;this Gospel 
into all the world we MUST 
HAVE THE CONSTITUTION 
else we are powerless to do 
business for God. The Govern- 
ments of the world require it as 
much as they do passports or 
the payment of taxes. As for 
example, the Church cannot 





legally own property in China 


Standard was his own property. 
This act has done the work 
out here an untold amount of 
harm, and he_ should have 
known better than to have done 
jt, especially before we were 
made familiar with the facts and 
allowed to take our stand—as 
it is now, every one thinks we 
are standing with him, but we 
are not, nor haven’t been. 

I was pleased with the plan of 
his being out on the field, and 
had thought of his coming on to 
China sometime. I wrote him a 
letter of encouragement along 
this line last February. We all 
know how overworked he was 
in the Evangel Office. I spent 
two lovely days in their 
and the @flice. They treated me 
as a daughter. 

The Evangel’ went on as 
before with fire and holy zeal. 
The Foreign Mission cause was 
put before the saints and saved 
us from everlasting defeat and 
death, too, perhaps. Upto the 
time of the first hint of the 
affair concerning Brother Tom- 
linson, the Evangel gave him 
due recognition and said not a 
word against him. I held him 
In esteem as my General Over- 
Seer and prayed for him. The 
Ten Elders had preferred no 
charges whatever against him: 
but all the time he and his col- 
leagues were working to draw 
the people off with him, and 
when he could not, he split the 
Church. He is the one who tore 
the Church asunder. 


I am sorry for you and your 
family. May the Lord in His ten- 
der mercies free you from that 
deception to work for Him in- 
stead of following man.
